The above referenced document (2011 Annual Monitoring Report), was received by the 
California Regional Water Quality Control Board, San Diego Region (San Diego Water Board) 
on January 27, 2012. The 2011 Annual Monitoring Report is an annual assessment of the 
Hanson Aggregates Miramar Plant to evaluate groundwater and other on-site conditions to 
determine potential environmental impacts associated with the discharge of wastes to land. 

The San Diego Water Board has reviewed the 2011 Annual Monitoring Report submitted in 
accordance with General Order No. 94-63 (the Order),' and has the following comment: 

Pond Monthly Freeboard: The 2011 Annual Monitoring Report shows the minimum 
freeboard of 2 feet was not maintained during the months of March, May, August, 
November, and December. The San Diego Water Board acknowledges the violations of 
the Water Discharge Report were resulted from storm water events and unauthorized 
rinsing by truckers into the pond. The San Diego Water Board recognizes that Hanson 
Aggregates has placed a blockade to prevent any future unauthorized washing and to 
properly manage the pond volume to maintain a minimum freeboard of 2 feet, as 
specified in section B.5 of the Order. 

The San Diego Water Board is implementing a Paperless Office system to reduce our paper 
use, increase efficiency, and provide a more effective way for our staff, the public and 
interested parties to view water quality documents in electronic form.
